startling features of the Norway tor-
tor on dry land I8 the more difficult
fent that has been brought to comple-
tion on the Pike at the world's falr
Pitty thousand gallons of water a
minute are used In the magle whirl-
pool, which fifure can better be appre-
clated when it is remembered that the
central cascade of the exposition uses
less than this amount.

The visitor who embarks on the
boats of the whirlpool is glven a trip
in which thrills come thick and fast
Three times the boat takes ita way
around the central waterfall and then
seems about to dive through the fall-
ing torrent. Just before the dive It
swerves aslde and enters the raplds
After passing safely through this boil-
ing caldron, a falry scene opens to
view.

Between banks girted with tropleal
follage the boat takes its way, passing
scenea eclipaing the orlental ilmagery
of the Arablan Nights in beauty, In
the grottoessare shown tableaux from
grand opera and groups from the mas-
terpleces of fictlon. Not only the beau-
tiful but the mysterious s shown and
many quaint lllusions have been ar-
ranged. The whirlpool Ia the only set
show on the Plke where the scenes
may be changed day by day and new

those nlready stalled.

Although located on the north or
sunny side of the Plke, the magle
whirlpool has been found to be the
goolest place on the Plke because of
the continunl refrigeratlon of the alr
by the falling water. The trip by boat
and radl lacke 200 feet of helng n mile
long, and every yard of the voyage
presents an Interesting feature.

The whirlpool wan deslgned and car-
ried to completion by 84 M. Bayliss, a
8t. Louls electrical engineer, who also
Invented the land of the mldnight sun
for the Pan-American exposition.
